by President Wilson in discussing 
with callers the blockade policy of 
Ureat Britain and the allies.

Washington, March 1.—The de- 


partnicnt (if agriculture, after in- 
vestigating 4:i8 families in 10 Alt- 
j'orcnt states in an effort to get a 
correct answer for the puzzling 
question, "How much does the 
average farmer make?'' has reach 
eel tin- conclusion that the: annual 
value of the food, fuel, oil and 
shelter enjoyed by the average 
farm family is $505. Whatever 
the farmer makes over this amount 
he puts in 'the bank or spends. 


Oi the $505, the farm furnished, 


directly $429, leaving only $76 to 
bo paid for with farm products 
or oul of tbo money obtained from 
farm products. 
Pood was, of 


course, fhe principal item. This 
am on nl ed to $401.93, of which 
$;?.'iO,6.r)t or 83.3 per cent, was rais- 
ed OH the farm. 


The investigators found that on

ieau did not issue an official contra- 
ditciton for a long period 


The Russian story, says the British 


officer, \vas designed to impress the 
German commanders in Belgium and 
northern Francs and to keep them in 
fear of a surprise either in the rear 
or on the western flank.

counts to some extent for tne retreat 
of General Von Kluck from Paris.

mile battle front. They have already 
captured Sadagora, a few miles north 
of CzernowiU, the capital of Buko- 
wina arid Kolomea, a Galician rail- 
way center, while at the same time 
I hey ate bringing such heavy pres- 
uire to bear on toe Austro-Gennan 
Torces about Stanislau that the evacu- 
ation of this city is imminent. 


In northern Poland, the losses suf- 


fered by the Germans have been so 
severe that they are now making no 
infantry attacks, their activities being 
confined to artillery bombardments of 
the fortress of Ossowiec and the Rus- 
sian positions northwest of Grodno. 


Tue great number of prisoners tak- 


en by the Russians along the Niemen- 
Bobr-Xarew front has been increased 
by 10,000 captured at Pre/.asnysz and 
1,000 taken at Grodno. Inaddition the 
Russians have captured about thirty 
machine guns along this front, to- 
rether with ten cannon and enormous 
booty. 


In the Carpathians the Germans 


and Austrians during the last two 
days ha\e made numerous attacks 
upon the Russian front near Lupkow 
1 ass. 
These assaults, as usual, were 


made in mass formation and as a re- 
sult the attacking forces 
suffered 


heavy losses from the Russian aitil- 
lery fire.
